When Sir Tomas Moore lived in 
the City of London, being one of the 
Juſtices of Peace, he uſed to go to the 
Sefhions at New pate, where it fell out , 
that one of the anciente( Juſtices of the 
Bench was wont to chide the poor men 
whoſe purſes had been cut,for not be- 
ing more careful , telling them, their 
negligence was the cauſe that ſoman 
cut-purſes were brought chicher, which 
whenSir Thomas Moore obſerved him (0 
often to repeat at one time, eſpecially, 
the night after he ſent for one of che 
chief cut-purſes that was in priſon, and 
promiſed to ſave him harmleſs , and
